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Vishinsky Agrees To Some Of U. S. Plan 


SOVIET HOVE 
IS PUZZLER 
TO DELEGATES

LAKE SUCCESS, Oct. 9.—UP)—So- 
viet -'Foreign ' Minister Andrei Y 
Vishinsky said today Russia fa- 
vors some points of the sweeping 
United States program to give the 
UN General Assembly 
emergency 
powers to combat aggression. 
Vishinsky's surprising statement 


In the assembly's political commit- 
tee after John Poster Dulles, Re- 
publican advisor to Secretary of 
State Acheson,' outlined the Ameri- 
can program, which calls for stand- 
by military forces to back up Unit- 
ed Nations decisions. 


Points Not Specified. 


The Soviet Foreign Minister did 
not specify which points of the 
American proposal he favored. His 
statement puzzled other delegates. 
British Minister of State Ken- 


neth Young said: 
"If it is a fact that the Soviet 


Union accepts the general outlines, 
•we are glad to hear it. 
It may 


shorten debate." 
The American proposal also is 
sponsored by Britain, France, Can- 
ada, the Philippines, Turkey and 
Uruguay. It calls for quick emerg- 
ency sessions of the veto-free gen- 
eral' assembly when the Security 
Council cannot act, peace patrols 
of observers to report to the As- 
sembly on acts of aggression and 
the designation by UN members of 
specific units In their armed forces 
to be placed at the disposal of the 
UN In time of crlsjs. 
Dulles said the United States does 
not take the view that a general 
war is inevitable. 
"But," Dulles added, "We do rec 


ognjae that the prevalent fear is a 
corroding and dangerous 
force. 
Fear of war, if not allayed, creates

"Nothing that we can do will 
'make peace certain. But we can 
make less likely that there will, be 
little wars and big wars. That is 
worth doing." 
He pointed to the collective ac- 
tion of the UN in the Korean con- 
flict as the pattern for UN action 
in the future. 
Dulles said that only a series 


of "accidents"—Russia's boycott of 
the Council in June, preventing her 
from using the veto; presence of a 
UN watchdog commission in Korea, 
and presence of U. S. troops in 
nearby Japan—tipped the balance 
for UN victory in Korea. 


Main points of the program are:

41 of the 1400 com- 
panies which the USW asked to re- 
open wage provisions of their con- 
tracts today instead of November 
I.Five companies suggested meet- 
Ing with the union at some later 
date between now and November 
1, the date set by the contract for 
reopening wage provisions. 


One company, the Babcock and 
Wilcox 
Tube Company, Beaver 
Falls, Pa., insisted on holding to 
the November 1 date. 


No replies have been received 


from the nation's two biggest steel 
producers—United 
States 
Steel 
Corporation and Bethlehem Steel 
Corporation. 


But Bethlehem sources said the 


company sent a letter during' the 
week-end expressing willingness to 
meet with the union at a mutually 
convenient time.

Texas cotton crop only half as large 
as last year's and

S. Agriculture Department today. 
The forecast was the same as the 
last monthly forecast, made Sept. 
1—2,775,000 'bales. Most cotton al- 
ready had been picked in 
South 


and Central Texas i 


Follows National Pattern 
The short crop in Texas follow- 


ed the National pattern. Produc- 
tion for the United States was es- 
timated at 9,869,000 bales, a decline 
of 13,000 from the previous 
fore- 
cast. This is far short of the 
12,- 


000,000-bale government goal. 
Bad weather, federal 
acreage 


controls and insects were blamed 
for the short crop in Texas. 
The National production also is 
short of the 1939-48 average of 11,- 
599,000 bales. 
Restrictions Lifted 


Because of the small size of the 
crop, Secretary 
of 
Agriculture 
Brannan .has suspended acreage 
and marketing quotas for the 1951 
crop and called for a production of 
at least 16,000,000 bales. 
Rigid 
government controls, poor weather 
and insects were factors contribut- 
ing to this year's small crop. 
The department estimated 
the 
acre yield this year at 257 pounds 
compared with 284 last year and a 
ten-year average of 261.3. 
The condition of the crop as of 
Oct. 1 was reported at 64 per cenl 
of normal compared with 74 per 
cent a year ago and 72 per cent for 
the ten-year Oct. 1 average. 
In an accompanying report, the 
census, bureau, said that 2,770,392

Russia committed a tactical error 
in picking Korea to 
test

United Nations, 


Louis Johnson, former 
secretary 


of 
defense, said 
today—"Other 


places might nave been much hard- 
er to defend." 


If America had been fully pre- 
pared to defend Korea, 
Johnson 
said in a speech at the opening 
session of the National Legion con- 
vention, "the Communists would 
have ' probed the vulnerability of 
the United Nations in the Middle 
East." 


"To try to be invincible every- 


where would result in being strong 
nowhere," he said. "So we must 
take calculated risks—try to deter 
but prepare to defend and defeat 
those who are imprudent enough 
not to be deterred." 


Johnson, past atlonal command- 


er of the Legion, emphasized that 
he spoke not in any official ca- 
pacity but simply as a Legionnaire 
from West Virginia. 


Nonetheless, ho outlined what he 
said is this nation's foreign policy. 
It is peace "even at the price of 
risking an aggressor's first blow, 
he said, and warned that "we 
must prove capable to defend our- 
selves after the initial attack Is 
made."

NEW YORK, Oct. 9.—UP)— War 


is not inevitable, and no Ameri- 
can should say it is, Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson declared Sun- 
day night. 


"If we keep always before us that 


our purpose in building military 
power is to enable us to settle our 
differences by peaceful means, then 
we shall avoid the terrible error 
of talking and acting as though 
the end of our effort is war," he 
said. 
Criticism Expected, 


Acheson spoke at Freedom House, 


where he received the organiza- 
tion's award as "a valiant and con- 
structive voice, leading the Demo- 
cratic nations against tyranny." 
In accepting the award, Acheson 


made an indirect reference to the 
many critics who have attacked 
his—and the State Department's— 
policies: 


"Public life in America Is a rough 


school. 
It Is no place for any 


one who is thin-skinned, or who 
can work only in an atmosphere 
of approbation. 


"Support Unnerving" 
"Indeed, such is our public life 


that abuse is not hard to bear, 
but understanding and support is 
something of an unnerving experi- 
ence."

French Forces 
Reported Trapped 


SAIGON, Indo-Chlna, Oct. 9—UP) 


—A major part of the French gar- 
rison withdrawing from Caobang, 
plus screening French troops con- 
sisting of several battalions, were 
reported today to be trapped west 
of Thatkhe- in northern Indo-China 
near the China border. 


A French military spokesman 
said French troops suffered heavy 
losses during violent fighting but 
inflicted very severe losses on the 
Communist-led Vietminh,! which 
outnumbered the defenders about 
ten to one. The spokesman 
said 


sporadic fighting was continuing.

Raw Cotton For 
$3.50 Shirts Costs 
Only 25 Cents 


WASHINGTON, 
pet. 
7—UP)— 


Raw cotton prices have shot up a 
third during the past 12 months. 
But the advance—government offi- 
cials say—should cause little change 
in the price of cotton clothing. 
Farmers are getting an average 


of about 39 cents a pound for cot- 
ton compared to 29 cents a year 
ago. This sharp boost reflects 
a 
small crop and the threat of short 
supplies of some grades. 


But the cost of the cotton that 
goes into clothing is relatively un- 
important. 


Studies made by the Agriculture 
Department show that a business 
shirt selling at $3.50 retail had only 
25 cents worth of raw cotton in.it 
at last year's prices. The boost of 
a third in cotton prices would thus 
add less than nine cents to the cost 
of the shirt. 


In other words, the farmer got 
about 7.3 per cent of the 
retail 
price of the shirt. The remaining 
53.25 went to cotton merchants, 
manufacturers of the cloth, 
the 


manufacturer of the shirt, tris dis- 
tributor and retailer and transpor- 
tation agencies.
